INCE the 3d till now, the Enemy have 
continued to fire upon us with 150 Picces 
of Cannon out of their Retrenchments, 
which is but Musket Shot from our Lines, 

whereby however they have not kill'd above too 
of our Common Soldiers and 13 Officers. Ge- 
neral Reval who was faid to be dead, is fo well of 
his Wound, that there is Hopes of his Cure, even 
without cutting off his Leg. The Count d’Eftra. 
des Governour of the Prince de Dombes, has loft 
his left Foot by a Cannon-Ball, and the fame Bul- 
let kill’d a Page of the Prince’s. We on our Side 
are not in Debt to the Enemy, for we have by our 
Bombs fet Fire to a Magazine inthe Town, of 
Gunpowder, with fome Thoufands of Grenadoes 
and Bombs ; as alfo, to a Magazine of Provifions, 
It being obferv’d that the chief Fire from the Ene- 
my’s Camp, was bent upon the Head Quarters, 
the Quarters of the principal Generals, and our 
Magazine of Gunpowder, the Situation whereof 
fome Deferters had undoubtedly told them of ; the 
Bavarian Princes and other principal Perfons have 
remov’d their Quarters, and a Magazine of 2000 
Centenaries of Gunpowder and 2000 fill’d Bombs 
have been remov’d into a Place of more Security. 
But Prince Eugene would not remove his Tent, 
having only caus'd fome Earth to be caft up before 
it. Some thoufands of Janizaries came on Mon- 
day under our Line, as if they would attack it, 
but went off without attempting any thing. The 
fame Day we received Advice, that the Enemy ha- 
ving three times attack’d our Poft of Media, and 
loft 3000 Men kill’d or wounded before it, had 
at laft obliged the Garrifon to furrender upon Ca- 
itulation ; who were accordingly conducted to 
emefwaer, being 400 Men, befides 300 fick and 
wounded. General Viard is march'd to Lugos, 
with the two Regiments of Sultzbach and Mon- 
tecuculi, to obferve the Enemy's Detachment of 
30 or 40000 Men in the Diftri& of Temef- 
waer. The Befieged attempted 
new Battery without the Suburbs, but the Ge- 
peral Count Merci, and the Prince of Bevern, at 
the fame time took Poft in the Palanka, with 10 
Batallions, 12 Companies of Grenadiers, and a 
ood Number of Carbineers and Cuiraffiers, toge- 
ter with 4 or 500 Workmen, and open’d Tren- 
ches there without loofing a Man. And nowa 
Battery of 30 Mortars and 24 Pieces of Cannon is 
rsifing which will To-morrow be ready to play up- 
on that part of the Town alfo. We have alfo ta- 
ken Poft in the Water Town, which together with 
the Caftle are almoft intirely deftroy’d, and re- 
femble a preat heap of Stones. According to the 
Report of Deferters, the Bread, Meat, Sale, 
othe® Provifions that were in the Townpare ethers 
confum'd or deftroy’d by our Fire, infomuch that 
Horfe Fiefh is fold at a great Price. And for four 
Nights paft, the Befieged have fired off Rockets, 
which are the Signals they give the+Grand Vizier 
of the Diftrefs they are in. 2 
The following Paper is printed by Authority at 
Bru Gels. 

“Advice of the great ViStory obtain’d by the Arms 
of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, which 
has been fent to his Excellency the Marquis 
de Price. 

Bruffels, Aug. 27. At four this Afternoon arri- 
ved Don Pablo Ximenez, difpatch’d from the Im- 
ptrial Court, to bring to his Excellency the Mar- 
quis de Prié, the bappy News of a fignal Vittory,, 
obtained by the Arms of his Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty, underthe Command of his moft {e- 
rence Highnefathe Prince Eugene of Savoy over 
the Ottoman Army, who were forc’d in their 
own Retrenchments, that were fortified by a tre-

ble Line of a protiligious Number of Artillery. 
His Highnefs having made hisDifpofitions the 15th 
Inftant, caufed 30000 Foot whom he chofe for 
that Purpofe, to march out of the Lines the fol- 
lowing Night, under the Favour of a thick Fog 
which had lafted all Day, and depriv’d the E- 
nemy of the Sight of them, but difpers’d at 
Break of Day. Thefe Troops advanc’d un- 
perceiv’d to the Foot of the Turkifh Retrench- 
ments, and attack’d them immediately. with 
fo much Order and fuch Vigour, that notwith- 
ftanding the extraordinary Refiltance which the 
Enemy made, and the Superiority of their Num- 
ber, which ’tis pretended amounted to 150000 
Men, they got overthe faid Retrenchments, re- 
puls’d their Infantry many times, and in fine, put 
them to a precipitate Flight ; and thereby be- 
came Mafters of all their Camp, their Tents, their 
Chattcery, Baggage, Provifions, and all their nu- 
merous Artillery. This great and memorable Ac- 
tion lafted from Break of Day till the Evening. 
After this entire Defeat, the Prince caus’d 30000 
Horfe to march in their Purfuit, which gives 
Hope, that the reft of their Infantry, (whereof 
20000 Janizaries were left kill’d upon the Field of 
Battle) will be deftroy’d or jntirely diffipated, ha- 
ving no Place to retreat to till they come to Semen- 
dria, which is 6 Leagues from Belgrade. This 
joyful News was brought tae igth Inftant, by the 
Lieutenant Field Marfhat Count Hamilton, to bis 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty.
